Stars back in Ely to shoot scenes for latest blockbuster

BAFTA award-winning 
French actress Marion Co¬ 
tillard and Golden Globe 
award-winning English actor 
Jeremy Irons were in Ely this 
week for the filming of huge 
new action blockbuster, As¬ 
sassin's Creed. 

The cathedral was closed 
to the public all day on Tues¬ 
day while filming for the ea¬ 
gerly-anticipated new 20th 
Century Fox film took place. 

The film is an upcoming 
action adventure based on 
the Assassin’s Creed video 
game franchise. It is directed 
by Justin Kurzel and stars Co¬ 
tillard, Irons, Michael Fass- 
bender, Brendan Gleeson 
and Michael K Williams. 

Both Cotillard and Fass- 
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bender were in Ely in 2014 
when banquet scenes for 
Macbeth - also directed by 
Kurzel - were shot in the 
cathedral’s stunning Lady 
Chapel. 

News that the filming was 
taking place was reported on 
Ely News online in advance, 
sending movie fans into a 
flurry of excitement. 

One fan, who caught a 
glimpse of Cotillard, said: 
“It’s amazing to think these 
big stars are here in a small 
place like Ely. The cathedral 
is becoming so popular with 
filmmakers now, it’s awe¬ 
some.” 

Another said: “I was just 


nipping into town to get 
some groceries when I saw 
all the activity outside the 
cathedral. All of this filming 
and exposure is great for Ely.” 

Female fans were hoping 
to spot BAFTA and Golden 
Globe award winner Fass- 
bender around the cathedral 
too but were quite satisfied 
to see Irons from afar. 

One said: “Jeremy Irons 
has been in so many big 
films; I honestly can’t believe 
he’s sitting outside the cathe¬ 
dral.” 

The film will be set in the 
same universe as the video 
games and feature an origi¬ 
nal story that expands the 
series’ mythology. 

Filming began in August 
last year and the movie is 
scheduled to be released on 
December 21 in the US. 

A cathedral spokeswoman 


said they could not speak 
about the filming as confi¬ 
dentiality agreements had 
been signed. 

A statement on the cathe¬ 
dral website on Tuesday said: 
“The cathedral will be closed 
to the general public all day 
due to an event taking place 
in the cathedral. The Chapter 
apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience this may cause.” 

The cathedral is becom¬ 
ing a favourite with film¬ 
makers. Scenes for award¬ 
winning Netflix drama The 
Crown were filmed there, as 
were scenes for Elizabeth: 
The Golden Age, The King’s 
Speech, Jupiter Ascending, 
The Other Boleyn Girl and 
The Other Man. 

The cathedral has previ¬ 
ously been nominated as the 
Best Film and TV Location in 
the East of England.

Decision due 
on homes plan 


A DECISION on contentious 
plans to build new homes on 
Ely’s Barton Road car park 
looks set to be made next 
week. 

East Cambs District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee will 
be discussing the proposals 
when it meets on Wednes¬ 
day, August 3. 

Planning officer Andrew 
Phillips is recommending 
that approval of the propos¬ 
als is delegated to the plan¬ 
ning manager, following the 
completion of a Section 106 
agreement and subject to 
conditions. 

The committee could refer 
the application to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for a decision.

Mr Phillips said: “The de¬ 
velopment will have a nega¬ 
tive impact on the amount 
of parking space in Ely and 
this is likely to lead to minor 
harm to the economic out¬ 
put of Ely. 

“However, even with the 
combined harm to the set¬ 
tings of the listed buildings/ 
conservation area, the level 
of harm is considered to be 
less than substantial and it 
would not significantly out¬ 
weigh the benefits of new 
dwellings.” 


It was in December that 
ECDC applied - to itself - to 
build a terrace of six town 
houses and five apartments 
on an area of the long-stay 
car park, in the conservation 
area. 

The authority plans to 
deliver the development 
through its Local Authority 
Trading Company, and says 
building the new homes is a 
good way of raising income 
through the use of “under 
utilised land”. 

But the scheme has at¬ 
tracted more than 100 objec¬ 
tions from residents. 

The meeting is at ECDC’s 
offices at 2pm and members 
of the public can attend.

Over £2m worth of council tax is owed in East Cambs 


RESIDENTS in East Cambs owe 
more than £2 million in unpaid 
council tax, according to new 
figures. 

Data published by the 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government shows that 


the district owed £2.3 million in 
unpaid council tax bills at March 
31, 2016. This compares to £2.5 
million for the previous year. 

National Debtline, the free 
advice service run by the Money 
Advice Trust, says the fact that 


so much council tax debt is still 
outstanding is a sign that more 
residents in the Ely area would 
benefit from help in tackling their 
financial problems. 

In April, council tax bills for 
residents in East Cambs rose by 


2.09 per cent - with the average 
bill for a Band D household 
amounting to £1,623.91 for 
2016/17, compared to £1,590.68 
for 2015/16.

Pensioner 
denies child 
sex charges 

A PENSIONER who has 
been reportedly caught 
in a undercover sting by 
US police has denied any 
wrongdoing. 

Paul Wilkins, 70, of High 
Street, Littleport, initially 
faced two charges in the 
American courts - one of 
travelling to the USA with 
intent to engage in illicit 
sexual conduct with children, 
and one count of the 
attempted sex trafficking of 
children. 

The offences are alleged 
to have involved boys aged 
10 and 12, and to have 
taken place in Palm Springs, 
California. 

In June two further charges 
were added, of transporting 
and possessing indecent 
images of children. 

US officials claim Wilkins 
had set up an online site 
enabling him to arrange 
to meet boys, but was 
reportedly caught in a sting 
operation in Palm Springs 
by undercover Homeland 
Security Department special 
agents. 

Wilkins has now reportedly 
pleaded not guilty to all four 
charges and will stand trial in 
November.

Fairer funding 
delayed again 


SCHOOLS in the Ely area 
were given an end-of-term 
kick in the teeth - with news 
that the Government is 
postponing plans for fairer 
school funding. 

New Education Secretary 
Justine Greening has re¬ 
vealed that plans to bring in 
a fairer system in the 2017-18 
academic year are being put 
on hold. 

The announcement is a 
major blow to Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, where schools get an 
average of £4,200 a year 
to spend on each pupil, as 
against an average of £6,300 
for the highest-funded areas. 

Through its Fair Deal For 
Our Schools campaign, the 
Ely News sister title, the 
Cambridge News, has been 
battling to get the cash for¬ 
mula changed - and last 
November, then-Chancellor 
George Osborne said the 
Government had agreed to 
take action and overhaul the 
system. 

Ms Greening told MPs: 
“The Government is firmly 
committed to introducing 
fairer funding for schools, 
high needs and early years.

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This is an important reform, 
which will fairly and trans¬ 
parently allocate funding 
on the basis of schools’ and 
children’s actual needs, rath¬ 
er than simply on historic 
levels of funding tied to out- 
of-date local information.” 

But she added: “I am also 
confirming that, for 2017- 
18, we will retain the current 
minimum funding guaran¬ 
tee for schools, so that no 
school can face a funding 
reduction of more than 1.5 
per cent per pupil next year 
in what it receives through 
the local authority funding 
formula. 

“To ensure that local au¬ 
thorities can start planning 
their budgets for next year 
with certainty, I do not in¬ 
tend to proceed, for 2017- 
18, with proposals to create 
a new central schools block, 
allow local flexibility on the 
minimum funding guar¬ 
antee or to ring-fence the 
schools block within the 
dedicated schools grant. 


“These will be covered, for 
2018-19 and beyond, in my 
response to the first stage 
consultation in the autumn.” 

South East Cambs MP 
Lucy Frazer says she is “dis¬ 
appointed” by the news. She 
said: “I have written to the 
Secretary of State for Educa¬ 
tion to express my views. 

“I have reiterated how the 
current formula affects our 
region, and highlighted the 
differences in funding, with 
pupils in Cambridgeshire 
receiving significantly less 
per head than the highest- 
funded areas. 

“Despite the delay, I am 
pleased that the Govern¬ 
ment is still committed to 
the funding formula. I hope 
the delay will provide the op¬ 
portunity to ensure the best 
possible decisions are made 
for the formula’s implemen¬ 
tation, and will continue to 
campaign for my constitu¬ 
ents on this important is¬ 
sue.”

PRICKWILLOW Drainage 
Engine Museum was a hive of 
activity on Sunday. 

The museum threw its doors 
open for a family fun day, which 
saw people of all ages enjoying 
percussion workshops, tours 
and nature trails, as well as face 
painting, Morris dancing and, of 
course, engine runs. 

In the afternoon, there was 
also a gathering to celebrate 
the fact the museum’s rare 1921 
Vickers-Petter engine is now 


back up and running. 

The restoration and repairs 
were made possible thanks 
to a £5,749 grant from the 
Association of Industrial 
Archaeology, private donations 
and countless volunteer hours. 

The museum says the engine 
has always been a particular 
favourite with visitors as it 
requires blowlamps to heat up 
the cylinder heads before it can 
be started. 

Representatives from the 


organisations, companies 
and individuals who have 
helped the museum during the 
restoration and repair process 
came together to see the 
engine running again. 

Upcoming events at the 
museum include a special 
nostalgia day on August 21 
and the ever-popular ploughing 
festival on October 1 and 2.

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Concern over 
homes plan 

EAST Cambridgeshire District Council 
awarding itself planning approval for 
a property development in Barton 
Road on the site of the existing coach 
parking area is a prospect which I 
view with great concern both over 
the principle of approving one's own 
plans and the apparent "dash for 
cash" that it represents. 

Following a visit to the display in 
Ely library regarding the application 
I would like to make the following 
observations: 

1) Proposed future provision for 
coaches in Barton Road. 

From the display and 
documentation at Ely library it was 
clear that the single coach set- 
down/pick-up point arrangement 
as proposed is unsatisfactory. The 
proposed coach turning path for a 
12m coach is insufficient, modern 
57-seat tourist coaches are 14m 
long, and continental coaches 
can also carry a rear extension for 
baggage that adds a further metre to 
their length. Any coach that cannot 
complete the turning manoeuvre in 
the space available will be a safety 
hazard to other car park users. 
Similarly, because of the restricted 
view provided around the end of the 
new housing on approach from the 
Cambridge Road, a second coach 
would be commencing to turn in to 
the parking area before being able to 
see that it is already occupied. 

2) Environmental impacts: 

The transport assessment 

submitted took no account of the 
environmental impact of displacing 
existing coach parking to the city 
perimeter. No information was 
submitted about the number of 
coach movements that would be 
affected. At present, especially during 
summer months, Barton Road coach 
bays are in near constant daytime use 
to set-down and pick-up passengers 
or to park-up for the time of their 
visit. Moving off-road coach parking 
provision to the city perimeter means 
coach movements and miles travelled 
in the cty centre must increase, with 
consequent effects on air quality, 
noise levels, road congestion and 
pedestrian safety. 

3) Economic impacts: 

Coach tourism is a significant part 
of the local economy so changes 
making more difficulty for operators 
to bring their customers to Ely and 
then get them back out again can 
only harm this industry. The tourism 
service is already aware that some 
operators do not include Ely in their 
programmes for this reason and 
in consequence the retail sector 
suffers, which in turn affects council 
revenues. 

4) Architectural suitability of the 
development 

The style of the properties 
proposed in this application is in 
no way in keeping with existing 
properties in Barton Road, so 
although they may be similar to other 
areas of the city they would always 
look out of place with the immediate 
surroundings. It would actually be 
better to place this development 
on Parade Lane, where it would at 
least be less intrusive than on Barton 
Road. 

My conclusion is while 
this proposal may provide a 


short-term cash injection to the 
district, it will be to the long term 
disadvantage of the majority of 
residents in East Cambridgeshire and 
in particular to the residents of Ely.

Hunts omitted 
from research 

I AGREE with Mr Woollard on the 
Hunting Act. 

Also I will add, although fox 
hunting with dogs is banned, these 
hunts still operate in England and 
Wales, with most, in the very area 
where TB infection rates are the 
highest. These hunts with dogs start 
in August through to October (cub 
hunting ). Then from November 
through to May (fox hunting ). 

As far as I am aware, as yet these 
hunts that race over farmers' land 
(the TB bacteria can survive for 
months on fields and in the soil) 
have been omitted from research by 
DEFRA in controlling TB in cattle, but 
would rather use killing the badger 
who is used as a "scapegoat".

Charlie, 9, takes to 
the water for Oxfam 



A SCHOOLBOY has used his 
love of watersports to help raise 
much-needed funds for charity. 

Charlie Saberton, 9, complet¬ 
ed a 10-mile sponsored wake¬ 
boarding and kneeboarding 
challenge on Saturday. 

Charlie, who lives with his 
mum, Rachel, dad, Karl, and sis¬ 
ter Scarlet, 5, in Soham, decided 
to take on the challenge to raise 
as much money as he could for 
Oxfam. 

The St Andrew’s Primary 
School pupil took to the water 
at the Fenland Water Ski Club 
at Wiggenhall St Germans, near 
King’s Lynn, and wakeboarded 
for five miles before kneeboard¬ 
ing for a further five miles. 

He completed his challenge 
in an hour and so far has raised 
more than £500 for Oxfam,

which works to support some of 
the world’s poorest families. 

Rachel said: “The challenge 
came about following a discus¬ 
sion over breakfast about pov¬ 
erty in the world. 

“Charlie is used to wakeboard¬ 
ing/kneeboarding 2.5 miles, 
which is bridge to bridge, so to 
do twice up the river and back 
proved very strenuous for him. 

“With his wakeboard, his feet 
are in bindings which are at¬ 
tached to the board so his feet 
were in that position for the du¬ 
ration of the activity. 

“It is also about balancing 
and leaning. Charlie does make 
it look effortless, when he pulls 


out to the side and cuts across 
the wake (which he started to 
do), but that’s what takes a lot of 
energy up. 

“He was disappointed as he 
fell off once as the board dug 
into the water but I reassured 
him that at 9 years of age I don’t 
think people would hold that 
against him. 

“Again with kneeboarding, 
you are kneeling on a board with 
a strap across your knees. It’s all 
about balance and body posi¬ 
tion, and again is very strenu¬ 
ous as you are pulling out to cut 
across the wake off the boat. 

“Unfortunately when Charlie 
landed a jump on the board, he 
let go of his rope so was in the 
water which annoyed him, so 
we picked him back up and off 
he went to complete his chal¬ 


lenge.” 

Rachel said: “We presented 
Charlie with a trophy at the end 
and we are very proud of him.

Woman jailed after being 
found guilty of stabbing

AN ATTACKER has been handed a long jail 
sentence after she stabbed a woman in the 
back and then tried to persuade two teen¬ 
age girls to help her hide the knife. 

Sarah Bowers, 29, stabbed a female 
guest in the back as she tried to flee after a 
falling out on February 2. 

Bowers, of Market Street, Soham, was 
found guilty at Cambridge Crown Court 
last Thursday of wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm. 

The jury reached a unanimous decision 
after deliberating for less than an hour. 

Bowers was given a seven-year prison 
sentence and a restraining order banning 
her from contacting her victim or either of 
the young witnesses. 

Claire Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“People were drinking, chatting and lis¬ 
tening to music. For reasons that are un¬ 
clear, the mood quickly changed. The de¬ 
fendant armed herself with a knife from 
the kitchen and approached the victim. 

“Alerted to the immediate threat, she 
turned to see the defendant coming to¬ 
wards her with a knife. She tried to escape, 
but was stabbed once from behind.” 

Pc Jamie Brown was called to the scene 
at 4.54pm by the ambulance service. “I 
was called through into the living room,” 
he said. “I saw the victim. There were nu¬ 
merous blood spots and blood sprayed 
on the walls. The bathroom floor also had

a lot of blood on it and there was blood 
smeared on the floor.” 

The court heard Bowers had stabbed 
her victim and then tried to give the knife 
to two teenage girls who were passing. 

Speaking in court, one of the girls, who 
cannot be identified for legal reasons, said: 
“She was panicking a lot and was shaking 
a lot as well.” 

The girl described seeing inside the flat. 

“I saw blood everywhere,” she said. “I 
saw someone lying there and there was 
blood everywhere. I freaked out complete- 

iy-” 

The other girl said: “I heard Sarah Bow¬ 
ers saying ‘can you hide this knife?’. I never 
saw the knife but I know she had it on her. 
She was saying out loud ‘I need something 
to put this knife in. I need a sock or some¬ 
thing’.” 

Giving evidence, Bowers said she had 
not stabbed anyone or tried to dispose 
of a knife. She said another person in the 
flat or an intruder from outside must have 
caused the injury.

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A) 

CAPTAIN James T Kirk (Chris Pine) is 
considering relinquishing the bridge 
because “things have started to feel a 
little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from the 
rest of the crew including human-Vulcan 
science officer Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov (Anton 
Yelchin), chief engineer Montgomery Scott 
(Simon Pegg) and helmsman Sulu (John 
Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation starbase 
under the control of Commodore Paris 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a distress call 
to help recover her ship, which has crash- 
landed on a planet in a distant nebula. Kirk 
and the team respond and subsequently 
come under attack from an otherworldly 
despot called Krall (Idris Elba) and his 
swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew forges an 
alliance with feisty alien warrior Jaylah 
(Sofia Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his moral 
compass, defiantly informing Krall that it’s 
“better to die saving lives than to live taking 
them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the curse of 
misfiring odd-numbered films in the series, 
but the flaws are obvious. Pine, Quinto 
and co are solid in roles that lack dramatic 
meat and don’t progress the characters 
over two hours, and a flimsy, contrived plot 
resolves potential conflict with minimum 
blood, sweat and tears. ★★★ 

GHOSTBUSTERS (12A) 

ERIN Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) hopes to 
secure tenure at Columbia University, 
but her academic future is thrown into 
disarray when childhood friend Abby 
Yates (Melissa McCarthy) peddles copies 
of their long forgotten 400-page tome, 
Ghosts From The Past: Both Literally & 
Figuratively. 

The two women are reunited in the lab 
where Erin conducts experiments with 
her madcap protegee, nuclear engineer 
Jillian Holtzmann (Kate McKinnon). A 
haunting at Aldridge Mansion gives the 
trio their first glimpse of the fight ahead, 
and soon after, ballsy subway worker 
Patty Tolan (Leslie Jones) joins the 
team, blessed with an encyclopaedic 
knowledge of Manhattan’s grim history.

Ghostbusters affectionately harks 
back to the series’ glory days before 
the creative misstep of the 1989 sequel.

T WO recent events highlight the 
journey Kia has undertaken 
from a car maker associated 
with cheap and cheerful budget 
motors to one praised for quality 
automobiles. 

The first relates to an award for 
its Spoilage model I have just been 
driving - but it is perhaps the second 
that shows how times have changed 
as Kia finished at the summit of 
an influential US car quality study 
usually the preserve of luxury 
brands. 

The annual survey by consultancy 
JD Power asked more than 80,000 
car buyers their opinion and 
discovered that Kia had the fewest 
problems in the first 90 days of 
ownership - followed by Porsche, 
Hyundai, Toyota and BMW. 

It is the first time a non-premium 
brand has topped the study and 
shows the giant strides Kia is making 
in changing customers perceptions 
of its cars. 

The latest version of the Spoilage, 
launched earlier this year, does 
nothing to spoil that improved view 
- evidenced by it recently winning 
Diesel Car Magazine's car of the 
year award. 

There are 18 versions of the new 
Spoilage based on four power units, 
a choice of transmissions and the 
option of two or all-wheel drive as 
well as five trim levels called 1,2, 3, 
4 and GT-Line.

Having just driven the 1.7-litre oil 
burning front-wheel drive mid-range 
Spoilage 2 it is easy to see why this 
compact SUV, or family crossover 
as they are now called, has created 
such a good impression. 

It is the complete package 
offering lots of goodies with even 
entry-level models including 
Bluetooth connectivity, 16-inch 
alloys, DAB digital radio, LED 
daytime running lights, leather trim 
and air conditioning as well as a 
dynamic drive with great handling 
characteristics and a distinctive 
design. 

The 2 model adds further baubles 
such as 17-inch rims, cruise control, 
sat nav, reversing camera and 
sensors, roof rails and privacy glass 
to the mix. 

Kia hasn't forgotten its value for 
money roots though so the range is 
competitively priced with all models 
covered by the industry leading 


seven-year, 100,000-mile warranty. 
No wonder then that the company 
reported more than 14,000 orders 
for the Spoilage in its first four 
months on sale. 

The 1.7-litre CRDi 2 I drove is 
available only with front-wheel drive 
as Kia claim market research has 
shown demand for a four-wheel 
version at this level would be almost 
non-existent. So for those wanting 
the option of some off-road fun 
extra cash must be forked out for 
one of the more expensive models. 

The 114bhp diesel model, 
priced at £22,050, has a six-speed 
manual gearbox and can sprint from 
0-60mph in 11.1 seconds on its way 
to a top speed of 109mph. It sips 
fuel with refreshing frugality with Kia 
claiming a combined fuel economy 
figure of 61.4mpg - helped by 
a stop-start system - and carbon 
dioxide emissions at 119g/km. 

The fourth generation of the 


ge is all-new from the ground 
up with the exterior a bit of a 
departure from what went before 
with a re-worked grille dominating 
its face. 

Athletic, muscular styling is the 
order of the day, thanks to ex-Audi 
designer Peter Schreyer, with a 
sculpted bonnet and chiselled rear 
end catching the eye. 

The cabin is also much improved 
with good quality materials much 
in evidence while the smartphone 
connectivity demanded of modern 
motors these days is a given. 

There's plenty of interior space 
for five adults thanks to the new 
Spoilage being longer and wider 
allowing greater leg room for those 
in the back. 

There are plenty of cubby holes 
for your bits and bobs while boot 
space is plentiful. 

There is no doubt about it - this is 
a good Spoilage.

Audi’s new Q7 really is 
the torque of the town 



T hink suvs and it 

conjures up images of 
practical, versatile cars 
- some very stylish, some not 
quite so high on quality - but 
rarely do you enter a 0-62 
sprint time of 4.9 seconds 
into the equation. 

Admittedly there are high- 
end versions out there such 
as the Range Rover Sport 
and Porsche Cayenne, but 
now Audi has introduced 
a flagship model to its Q7 
line-up and it has pretty 
impressive performance 
stats along with some 
very interesting new and 
innovative technology. 

Beneath the bonnet is an 
all-new 4.0-litre V8 twin- 
turbodiesel engine delivering 
435ps and 900Nm of grunt, 
giving the SQ7 the highest 
power to weight ratio in class 
and the highest torque to 
weight ratio in class. 

It is also the first car to 
feature an electrically- 
powered compressor which 
is designed to speed up 
response times, so giving 
instant power at low revs and 
eradicating any signs of turbo 


lag. And that, in layman's 
terms, translates into instant 
power. 

The SQ7 looks stunning 
from any angle: styling cues 
include 21-inch alloys, Audi 
Matrix LED headlights, 
a single frame grille, red 
painted brake callipers with 
the S logo, LED tail lights 
with dynamic sweeping 
indicators, S styling on the 
bumper, side ventilation 
grilles, side skirt and roof 
spoiler, a panoramic sunroof, 
privacy glass and lots of 
chrome trim. 

Step inside and the level of 
on-board technology simply 
cannot fail to impress. 


The luxury that surrounds 
you is premium in every 
sense of the word and there 
are creature comforts and 
techno treats galore. 

The car features Audi's 
superb virtual cockpit set-up 
that was first seen on the 
TT a couple of years back 
- this allows the driver to 
personalise the information 
that is displayed.

The top speed has been 
electronically limited to 
155mph and according 
to official figures the SQ7 
can deliver combined fuel 
economy of 37.2mpg with 
carbon emissions of 199g/km 
(on 21-inch tyres).
